Vets Benefits

Veterans discharged before July 
25, 1947, must start their G.I. Bill 
education before July 25, 1951. 

Those veterans discharged after 
July 25, 1947, must begin their 
courses within four years. Educa- 
tion must be completed by July 24, 
1956. ae 

Re-enlisted veterans, under the 
recruitment act of October 6, 1945, 
and October 5, 1946, are given four 
years after the end of their last 
enlistment period to. begin train- 
ing, and nine years are allowed for 
completion of studies. 

Disabled veterans may — begin 
their education at any time after 
discharge, but they must complete 
their courses by July 25, 1956.

“Lives of William 
Hartnell” Now 
In Circulation 


Placed in circulation for the first 
time last Tuesday, students are now 
able to read “The Lives of William 
Hartnell.” Written by 
Susanna Bryant Dakin, the book 


Historian 


gives an account of W. E. P. Hart- 
nell from his boyhood days in Eng- 
land to his last years in California. 

A person could not delve very 
deep into California history before 
coming across William © Hartnell’s 
name, for it seems that he partici- 
pated in almost every business and 
activity of the times. 

On January 1, 1833, Mr. Hartnell 
opened the Hartnell College in Sa- 
linas Valley. 

During his first few years in Cal- 
ifornia, Hartnell married Teresa 
de la Guerra, a Spanish-Califor- 
nian. They had 18 children. -Al- 
though considering himself a fail- 
ure in every field, William Petty 
Hartnell was a cornerstone in the 
foundation of California. On Feb- 
ruary 2, 1854, a brief note in, the 
San Francisco ‘Alta . California” 
stated ‘““W. E. P. Hartnell,”. an otd 
resident of California and ex-state 
translator, died at Monterey.”
